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OU. Retirements - 
May Benefit 
From LB 237 


A bill which could affect the 
retirement program of employ- 
ees at Omaha University was 
introduced into legislative hear- 
ings Tuesday in the Nebraska 
Unicameral. OU president Le- 
land Traywieck, along with two 
other members of the yniver- 
sity family, attended the hear- 
ing. to explain the university’s 
feelings on the proposed legis- 

Dr. Traywick, along with 
Board of Regents Member, 
Robert Spire, and Dr. Willis 
Rokes, head of the OU insurance 
department, attended and spoke 
at the hearing on LB 237, 

The bill would provide for a 
system of retirement benefits 
for employees of a municipal 
university (meaning OU) based 
on a combination of individual 
insurance contracts and group’ 
insurance. LB 237, Traywick 
explained, would revise the cur- 
rent statute which: provides only 
for individual insurance. 

Traywick Approves 
Dr. “‘Traywick, who - voiced 


firm approval of the bill, said 


no one. spoke out against the 
proposal at the hearing’ which 
lasted about 15 minutes. 

The OU president, despite 
apprehension on the part of 
some ently employees, said ; 
“he *ig° strongly “in’ favor “St 
hailenonang the double sys- 
tem plan. He explained that a 
combination of the individual 
and group plans would result in 
a better retirement plan for all 
university employees, 

-Twa Changes 

He noted particularly two 
things the combination ‘plan 
could do: One, it could reduce 
premiums on the insurance and; 
_ two, it could bring a higher 
monetary value to the retire- 
ment plan. He added that it 
would strengthen the present 


benefit ‘plan, rather than kill: 


it, noting. it would be more ad- 
vantageous. for both the uni- 
versity ‘and its employees to 
use both plans. -

L. Byars, head of Data Pro-

It was found that 1,104 stu- 
dents are on academic proba- 


tion. This number includes both - 


day and night students, and al- 
so both full and part time stu- 
dents. Dean of Student Person- 
nel Donald © Pflasterer said 
“many times people only think 
of’ the. day students when 


they’re speaking of things like 


this.” 


He emphasized that the num-— 


ber above includes all students 
at OU except graduate 
dents. 
One Out of 8 
Of the 1,104 students on aca- 
dentic probation, 6382 of them 
are.full time students and 472

fall total enrollment was 8,408.

Growing Pains .... 

The Faculty Athletic Committee of the University 
of Omaha has officially approved moving the Idaho State 
and Bradley football games to Rosenblatt Stadium next 
season. 

Ata meeting earlier this week, plans were made for 
renting the Stadium. All this is subject, of course, to 
approval by President Traywick and the Board of 
Regents. 

Things are beginning to. pop around the premises 
these days and this is only the beginning in what many 


hope will be a new and better athletic program at 
Omaha U. 


Budget Speaks .... 


In another staggering move, the Athletic Depart- 
ment has asked the Faculty Athletic Committee to pro- 
pose a Grant-In-Aid budget for 1965-66 that will be 
double the present setup. 

Right now, OU athletics receive 12 thousand dollars 
per year from the Student Activities Fund. That is 
based upon 8 ddllars per student, with 4,000 full time 
students. 

The new request will ask not for an increased 
activity fee, but simply a bigger cut. That cut would 
be six ddllars per student, or 24 thousand dollars. 


This increase, added to. other incomes from Alumni, 


Gate Receipts and other events, would increase the total 


budget for athletics to just over 40 thousand dollars: ° 


Right now, the Department receives just over 29 thou- 
sand. dollars. 

The added income is based upon no more than 40 
cents per game for football, 20 cents per student for bas- 
ketball, and 10 cents a game for other eborts 


Reasons Given... .. 


Athletic Director Virgil Yelkin cites ‘the pollgnaae 
reasons why the increase is needed if OU is to maintain 
a decent and representative athletic program: 

1. Increasing competition from area Universities 
and Colleges for the recruiting of student-athletes from 
Omaha. 

(The better student-athlete is being offered the 
NCAA “full ride” by all Big Eight, Big Ten, Missouri 
Valley, North and South Dakota, Nebraska Universities, 
and most Junior Colleges.) 

2. Increasing costs of school expenses and living 
pally to students, especially those to-non-resident stu- 

ents. 

8. Upgrading schedules and competition. 

4. Necessity of recruiting student-athletes outside 
of city limits and in Junior Colleges. 

5.. Lack of part-time jobs available to athletes. 

Right : now, non-resident OU athletes pay costs over 
and above the resident tuition that they are given by the 

Atheltic Department. The new pro-
